WILL ASK SENATE 
COMMITTEE TOBE 
FAIR IN SETTING 
AMUSEMENT TAX 


Theatrical, Picture and Out- 
door Interests Represented 


By Delegations Who Will Ap- 
pear Before Committee 


Having Under Consideration 
Kitchin War Revenue Bill 


Washington, D. C., May 14.—Repre- 
sentatives of the theater, motion pic- 
ture and circus enterprises of the 
country are in Washington for the 
purpose of conferring regarding the 
proposed law for taxing these inter- 
ests to obtain war revenue for the 
Government, as provided by the 
Kitchin War Revenue bill now under 
consideration by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Their mission is to appeal 
to the Senate Finance Committee, now 
holding limited hearings on the bill, 
to be fair to these industries and so 
levy the tax as to enable the theaters, 
circuses and motion picture producers 
to bear their fair share of the burden 
of war taxation arising under existing 
conditions. 

Representing the United Managers’ 
Protective Association, Ligon John- 
son is here to present the attitude of 
the theater managers of the country 
toward the proposed ten per cent tax 
on admissions to theaters, but as this 
phase of the subject had not been 
reached when the committee ad- 
journed Saturday, Mr. Johnson was 
forced to forego the presentation of 
the case for the theaters until today. 
when the hearings are to be again 
taken up. He, however, was heard 
briefly in relation to the proposed ten 
per cent tax on transportation with 
respect to its bearing on traveling 
theater companies. This tax would be 
imposed both on tickets sold for trans- 
portation of actors and freight express 
rates on scenery. 

John M. Kelly, of Chicago, who was 
to have been heard in the interest of 
various circuses, was also forced to 
postpone his argument until today. 
The representative delegation § that 
came to Washington to protest against 
the proposed linear foot tax on motion 
picture films had an opportunity to 
present its case just before the com- 
mittee adjourned late Saturday after- 
noon. The delegation was headed by 
William <A. Brady, president of the 
National Association of the Motion 
Picture Industry, who was the main 
spokesman for the industry. Many 
men, prominent in the motion picture 
field, are present.

WHEELER BILL 
TO-TAX FILMS 
FINALLY KILLED 
IN N.Y. SENATE 


Obnoxious Regulation Measure 
Had Passed Assembly 


Sunday Opening of Theaters 
Also Met Deathknell 


Industry Must Now Await 
Court Decision 


New York, May 14.—Motion picture 
interests in New York State are par- 


ticularly jubilant over the death in the 
State Senate late last week of the ob- 
noxious Wheeler-Hinman measure, 
which would impose a heavy tax upon 
the industry, and which would create 
a department for the regulation and 
supervision of the business. The bill 
earlier in the week had passed the 
Assembly by a vote of 81 to 42, and 
there was a chance that the Senate 
might emulate the action of the lower 
house and railroad the measure to 
enactment. The measure did not come 
to a vote in the upper house, its judi- 
ciary committee, headed by Senator J. 
Henry Walters, of Syracuse, having re- 
ported adversely against it. 

It was before this committee that 
the New York delegation of moving 
picture interests two weeks ago voiced 
their protests against the proposed 
legislation, and it is generally believed 
that the strong fight put up on this 
memorable occasion had much to do 
with the action of the Senate’s judi- 
ciary committee in declining to follow 
the lead of the Assembly, and taking 
a vote on the bill. 

Qn the other hand the picture in- 
dustry suffered a severe blow in the 
New York Legislature last week thru 
the defeat of the Walker Sunday mo- 
tion picture show measure, which was 
killed in the Senate, 24 to 17. Senator 
James J. Walker, who introduced the 
bill, berated his colleagues for their 
action in the face of a petition signed 
by fully 2,000,000 picture enthusiasts 
praying that the measure be passed, 
but all efforts to sway the opponents 
failed of purpose. All of the Demo- 
crats in the Senate and three Repub- 
licans, Mills, Ottinger and Wellington, 
cast their votes in favor of the Sunday 
opening, but were unable to enlist suf- 
ficient strength to force the measure 
thru. 

The failure to pass the Walker bill 
does not mean that Sunday motion 
picture shows in New York State will 
have to be eliminated, as the question 
is still before the courts, and until a 
decision is handed down by that au- 
gust body it is unlikely any action to- 
wards enforcing the existing law pro-

Grand Central Palace To Be Transformed Into an 
Undersea Garden at a Cost of $750,000— 
Aquatic Sports and War Exhibits 


New York, May 14.—Something en- 
tirely new in the way of indoor sum- 
mer amusement will be provided for 
New Yorkers within the immediate 
future with the complete transforma- 
tion of the Grand Central Palace, at 
Lexington avenue and_ Forty-sixth 
street, into a brand new type of resort, 
to be known as The Undersea Gardens. 
At an expenditure of approximately 
$750,000 the interior of the building 
will be transformed to resemble the 
depths of the ocean, with plans al- 
ready perfected for an entertainment, 
the like of which has never before 
been attempted in this country. 


A show, which it is claimed will be 
the greatest ever staged in America, 
will be put on in which there will be 
introduced for the first time a score of 
novelties, together with a mammoth 
musical revue that will employ a cast 
of notable stars, together with a chorus 
of at least several hundred girls.

New York, May 14.—A few weeks ago it began to look very much as tho 
the first couple of weeks in May would bring about the darkening of a number 
of the first-class playhouses along Broadway. But May is now well advanced, 
and, with a couple of exceptions, the Longacre district theaters are well housed 
and with many of them giving unmistakable signs of continued prosperity for 
some time to come. The past week about completed the introduction of so- 
called “summer” shows for Broadway, and it is not likely there will be many 
more metropolitan premieres scheduled before fall sets in. It’s been the most 
healthy sort of a season for Broadway managers, one they will long have 
cause to remember, and, what is more, it gives no apparent sign of diminishing 
or fading away. Even the midnight revues and the cabarets continue to do 
business, despite the one o’clock closing law put into effect May 1. In the 
vernacular of the Mormons in His Little Widows we say, “Verily, it’s been a 
banner year, aye, verily.”’ 


Two banner entertainment events are on schedule for the next two weeks. 
The first will be the annual Gambol of the Lambs, a yearly event to which 
Broadway always looks anxiously forward, and which this year takes place 
at the New Amsterdam Theater on Sunday night, May 27. The other will be 
the big benefit entertainment at the Hippodrome on June 3 for the National 
Vaudeville Artists, Inc. The cream of the vaudeville world will lend its serv- 
ices for this worthy affair, and it promises to be the biggest entertainment of 
a similar nature ever staged in Little Old New York. The National Vaudeville 
Artists, Inc., last week celebrated the first anniversary of their existence as an 
organization, and every member of the great body has been enlisted as an 
active worker to make the June benefit a monster success.

New York, May 14.—A few weeks ago it began to look very much as tho 
the first couple of weeks in May would bring about the darkening of a number 
of the first-class playhouses along Broadway. But May is now well advanced, 
and, with a couple of exceptions, the Longacre district theaters are well housed 
and with many of them giving unmistakable signs of continued prosperity for 
some time to come. The past week about completed the introduction of so- 
called “summer” shows for Broadway, and it is not likely there will be many 
more metropolitan premieres scheduled before fall sets in. It’s been the most 
healthy sort of a season for Broadway managers, one they will long have 
cause to remember, and, what is more, it gives no apparent sign of diminishing 
or fading away. Even the midnight revues and the cabarets continue to do 
business, despite the one o’clock closing law put into effect May 1. In the 
vernacular of the Mormons in His Little Widows we say, “Verily, it’s been a 
banner year, aye, verily.’’

Two banner entertainment events are on schedule for the next two weeks. 
The first will be the annual Gambol of the Lambs, a yearly event to which 
Broadway always looks anxiously forward, and which this year takes place 
at the New Amsterdam Theater on Sunday night, May 27. The other will be 
the big benefit entertainment at the Hippodrome on June 3 for the National 
Vaudeville Artists, Inc. The cream of the vaudeville world will lend its serv- 
ices for this worthy affair, and it promises to be the biggest entertainment of 
a similar nature ever staged in Little Old New York. The National Vaudeville 
Artists, Inc., last week celebrated the first anniversary of their existence as an 
organization, and every member of the great body has been enlisted as an 
active worker to make the June benefit a monster success. 


Leave it to the Messrs. Shubert to grasp the psychological moment for the 
introduction of their plans. Now comes the announcement that because of 
the instantaneous success of the revival of the Reginald de Koven comic opera, 
The Highwayman, Messrs. Shubert will establish a permanent light opera or- 
ganization which will be presented each spring hereafter in a revival of some 
notable musical work at their Forty-fourth Street Theater.

It was the Shuberts who conceived the idea (not yet 
carried into effect) of presenting Eugene Walter’s latest dramatic success, 
The Knife, simultaneously in two or more New York theaters, and it was the 
Shuberts who first saw the real possibilities of the little or “bijou” theater for 
the exploitation of unknown dramatic wares.

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MUST SHOW CAUSE 
OR PRODUCE BOOKS 


Court’s Order on W. R.A. U. Di- 
rectors Returnable Thursday 
=-Speculation on Disposal 
of A. F. of L. Charter 


New York, May 14.—The order directing the 
directors of the White Rats Actors’ Union to 
show cause why their books should not be pro- 
duced in court for examination by Goldie Pem- 
berton, who alleges illegal distribution of the 
union’s funds, is returnable before Justice Er- 
langer in the Supreme Court next Thursday. 

The bringing of the action by Miss Pember- 
ton evidently has caused some worriment on the 
part of some members of the White Rat clique, 
as efforts to serve several of the directors have 
been without result. Some startling revelations 
are anticipated in the event the Rats are ordered 
to produce their books. 

With the Rats practically out of existence the 
question has arisen as to what disposition the 
American Federation of Labor will make of the 
White Rat charter. The logical presumption is 
that it will revert to the Actors’ International 
Union, which has always upheld the principles 
of the A. F. of L., and which has been stead- 
fast in its fight for the unionizing of the vaude- 
ville actors, Although The Billboard is not in 
a position to obtain any official announcement 
that such action is contemplated on the part of 
the American Federation, it is a pretty safe 
conclusion that President Gompers will take just 
such a step.

the bill which imposes taxes on theater and 
— admissions, modified May 9, reads as fol- 
ows: 

“Section 700—That from and after the first 
day of June, 1917, there shall be levied, assessed, 
collected and paid a tax equivalent to one cent 
for each 10 cents or fraction thereof of the 
amount paid for admission to any place, to be 
paid by the person admitted, and a tax of five 
cents for each admission of each person (except 
in the case of a bona fide employee and children 
under 12 years of age) admitted free to any 
place for admission to which a charge is made, 
to be paid by the person so admitted: Provided, 
that the tax on admissions of children under 
12 years of age, where an admission charge 1s 
made, shall in every case be one per cent. These 
taxes shall not be imposed in the case of a 
place the maximum charge for admission to 
which is five cents. No tax shall be leviea 
under this title in respect to any admission, all 
the proceeds of which inure exclusively to the 
benefit of religious or charitable institutions, 
societies or organizations, or admissions to agri- 
cultural fairs, all the proceeds of which inure 
exclusively for agricultural purposes,’’ 

The text of the proposed tax on motion pic- 
ture films follows: 

“Upon all moving picture films (which heve 
not been exposed) sold by the manufacturer 
or imported a tax equivalent to one-half of 
one cent per linear foot. Upon all positive mo- 
tion picture films (containing gq picture ready 
for projection), sold or leased by the manu- 
facturer, producer or importer, a tax equivalent 
to one cent per linear foot.”’ 

Cabarets are included among the places of 
amusement in the list of those on the admission, 
to which a ten per cent tax is imposed by the 
new war revenue bill. Cabarets are not men- 
tioned by name in the bill, but the language 
is broad enough to include them. That it was 
intended that cabarets should be included be- 
came known May 9, when Chairman Kitchin’s 
report to the House was given out, mentioning 
them specifically. F

PRESS MATTER 


The Billboard’s Suggestion as to How 
It Should Be Handled 


New York, May 12.—Attention has been 
called in these columns more than once to the 
inferior quality of press matter used by many 
of the burlesque shows and to the lack of im- 
portance many managers attach to this really 
vital detall.

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ACTORS’ EQUITY PROGRESSES 
IN DEAL WITH MANAGERS 


Plan To Arbitrate All Issues Between Actor and 
Manager Meets With General Approval— 
Fundamental Principles Right 


New York, May 14.—Excellent progress is 
being made by the Actors’ Equity Association in 
its negotiations with the theatrical producing 
munagers for an equitable contract, the present 
plan calling for a five-year compact between the 
actors and the managers, with the naming of a 
standing Arbitration Board, made up of man- 
agers, actors and outside members, before which 
all grievances will be submitted for adjustment. 

The managers are beginning to realize the 
common sense of the Actors’ Equity Association 
proposition, which it has demonstrated by its 
handling of cases arbitrated by it during the 
past four years. Some of the managers have 
gone go far as to say the proposed compact will 
be the means of saving them vast sums of money 
each year which now is expended in needless 
litigation. Already, The Billboard learns, three 
of the big producing concerns have subscribed 
to the principals of the A. E. A. proposition, 
and before many weeks have elapsed it is quite 
Probable that every manager will have affixed 
his signature to the agreement. 


The proposition of the A. E. A. would make 
the actor equally liable with the manager. Here- 
tofore the big kick on the part of the managers 
against granting any equitable contract has been 
that the actor could not be held to a contract or 
disciplined if he violated it, while the managers 
were always liable. The new compact would do 
away with this, and every actor would be held 
responsible for any violation, just as would be 
the employers. 

Howard Kyle, executive secretary of the Act- 
ors’ Equity Association, informed The  Bill- 
board that excellent progress was being made 
by the committee having the compact matter 
in hand and that within the next couple of 
weeks it was hoped to be able to make some 
definite statements. Mr. Kyle was not dis- 
posed to make known the exact details of the ar- 
rangements which are being negotiated, but he

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THE LEGITIMATE STAGE 


Conducted by Theodore A. Liebler, Jr. 


The windows of the New York office of The 
Billboard look down upon the center of the 
universe. Immediately below lies the most 
importan( street crossing of the most important 
commercial city of the globe. Here, they tell 
us, detectives are always posted, for no mat- 
ter how long the man who is wanted in Osh- 
kosh or Calcutta may have eluded the vigilance 
of the law he will some day pass this spot. 


ut more important to the showman 1s the 
fact that along those two great thorofares 
that eonverge beneath those windows swarm 
the throngs that constitute the juries deciding 
the fate of every play and production deemed 
worthy of a gamble, The favor of this jury 
means a transcontinental clean-up; its disap- 
proval means sentence to the storehouse for 
life, Even the moving picture man has dts- 
covered that he hag but to win the kindly 
interest of this Broadway and Forty-second 
street throng to double his revenues from 
every town and hamlet on the map. 


All winter long the showman’s heart has 
teen gladdened by the unprecedented size of 
this throng, by its gay spirit and its desire 
to be pleased. It has meant fortunes for 
many. Yet it can not be denfed that for 
several weeks the passing crowds have ap- 
preciably diminished in volume. The visitor 
to the season’s most solidly established suc- 
cesses is astonished by yawning rows of empty 
weats. The experienced eye noted the gaping 
holes in houses skillfully dressed by box-office 
men to create the semblance of prosperity. 

It is all very well to say that the season fs 
drawing to a close. The weather has favored 
the theaters. The exodus to the country has 
not yet begun. The commuters’ trains still 
run on winter schedule, extra cars have not 
yet been attached to those trains that run, ana 
the cars in service are net yet taxed to their 
full capacity. It is not the lateness of the 
season alone that is responsible for the marked 
falling off in the aggregate attendance at the 
New Yerk playhouses, 

Seon after the institution of the booking sys- 
tem now in vogue, when what had previously 
been merely a wild speculation began to assume 
the general outlines of a business, it was 
discovered that the prosperity of the theatrical 
business formed a fairly reliable barometer of 
the prosperity of the country as a whole. 
When times were good theaters were well 
patronized. Good crops, high prices, wage in- 
creases create managerial optimism, for it can 
«afely be said that no dealer in food, cloth or 
dny other widely used commodity pays as lit- 
Ue attention to the conditions and elements 
that affect or color his market as does the 
_ theatrical producer. 

When the great war began, following close 
upen a period of universal financial distress, 
the theaters suffered an unprecedented business 
slump, Managers attributed this to hard 
times and the inroads of pictures, ignoring the 
fact that the daily papers contained thrills 
and sensations that made those of the theater 
seem tame and cheap in comparison. When 
the war prosperity set it the reaction in the 
theater was painfully slow—felt first in the 
centers of population and only gradually on the 
rend. Again managerial alibis were forthcom- 
ing. The war prosperity was only artificial. 
Tt was ably argued that only the restoration 
of a high protective tariff could recreate that 
sound commereial cendition under which the 
theaters flourish. But as the public grew 
calloused te the horrers of war and again took 
an interest in the problems apd stories thru 
which actors and playwrights play upon its 
feelings and emotions the sums spent in the 
theater multiplied and managerial theories 
were again vindicated. 

Now comes the eudden. unexpected slump, 
Ig it beeause the United States has entered the 
sTeat war as a combatant, and that the people 
have more serious matters te occupy their 
minds? Is it beeause the increasing cost of 
living has driven the man with a stationary 
salary to seek a cheaper form of amusement? 
Or have the administrative pleas fer economy 
cansed the individual to lop off his appropria- 
tion for “amusements and other incidentals’? 
Tt ts te be expected that the large sums 
earily won by the theatrical man in the season 
now drawing to q close will result In an in- 
crease in production next fall, He will reason 
that while the subscription ta the immense 
Government loans may temporarily affect those 
who depend largely upon banking aid for the 
conduct of their business—and these form the 
‘pst line of the theater patrons—the seven 
'lieus Involved will be spent within the 
bonndaries of this country, and the reseitant 
prosperity should prove many times greater 
than that created by the spending of a fraction 
of this sum by our allies In the first two years 
of the war, Still, he should also take into 
consideration the fact that experience has 
shown that the reaction of prosperity in the 
theater is not immediate, that new conditions 


have extraordinary effects, and be should 4 
slow before glutting the market with goods 
that may not be in great demand, 


Pity the play produced for the first time on 
the night of a victory or defeat in which Amer- 
ican soldiers played a part. The night that 
Israel Zangwill’s The Melting Pot was first 
shown to New York a dispatch frem Peary 
reached the city, announcing that he had visited 
the North Pole. The extras were cried out on 
the streets Just as the first-night audience began 
fling into the lobby. Slowly a buzzing, chatter- 
ing audience took its seats in the theater. The 
talk bad not subsided when the curtain rose, and 
the first act of a play endewed with one of the 
biggest ideas ever unfolded in the theater was 
begun, The first act over the critics and the 
men of the audience congregated in the lobby 
once more. Was the talk of Zangwill's play? 
No, it was of Peary, and again Peary. ‘Just 
think,"’ sald Mike Donlin, the actor-ball player, 
who was there, “if Peary should have discovered 
that Doe Cook had forgotten to touch second.” 
And when men were asked what they thought 
of the play they repeated what Mike Donlin had 
said between the acts. The Melting Pot was a 
great suceess in every city of the country but 
New York. There it never got a start. 

Another Zangwill play, The Children of the 
Ghetto, the merits of which endear it to the 
memory when other plays of its perlod are for- 
gotten, had its first London presentation on the 
day when the news of the first great defeat in- 


flieted by the Boers reached that city. The 
shopkeepers were busy draping the streets in 
mourning. A few men and women went to the 
theater, out of a sense of duty, perhaps, but 
they spoke in hushed voices. The play closed 
at the end of the week. 


The season of the revival is again at hand, 
Every spring sees a half dozen or more of the 
suecesses of bygene years brought to light again 
and offered with casts bristling with well-known 
Bames. The reason for thia is obvious. The 
regular theatergoer, who sees every pew play 
early in its run, must be provided with attrac- 
tions, It is too late to produce new plays of 
importance, for the financial success of the new 
play is more or less dependent upon the length 
of its New York run. The number of a play's 
Broadway performances is too often taken as 
an indication of the play’s worth by the cities 
of the road, A long run begun in the spring 
is impossible. The approach of warm weather 
is deadly. It does not pay te break a run in the 
summer and attempt to resume it in the fall. 
The momentum inspired by fresh interest that 
creates houses sold out weeks in advance, and 
makes the attraction independent of the weather 
and of local happenings, is irretrievably lost. 
Therefore the spring revival, in which the pro- 
ducer hopes to balance the lack of novelty with 
the weight of a big east, the members of which 
are usually picked up at bargain rates from the 
stars and leading players who have completed 
their regular season and who look upen the sums 
to be earned by five or six weeks of additional 
work as so much “‘velvet,"" Memories and com- 
parisons furnish the basis of much easily ob- 
tained publicity, and, often, of lively interest 
among the playgeers themselves. Also the ma- 
terial, if not hopelessly antiquated, is tested,

New York, May 12.—The revival of Ghosts, 
put on by the management of the Washington 
Players, for one week, has become such a box 
office success that it is continued another week. 
There is not much to be said about the present 
production,, except that Mary Shaw, so long 
identified with the part of Mrs, Alving, still 
holds ber auditors spellbound by her dramatic 
force.

THE POINT OF VIEW 


Under the caption, “‘Not in the Show Busi- 
ness,’’ The Lyceum Magazine for May says: 
“We bave a feeling that The Billboard, the 
big show paper, is going clear out of its field 
in running a lyceum and chautauqua department 
weekly. This is said without the least resent- 
ment at having others enter this field. Indeed, 
we are pleased at such national recognition, and 
glad that The Billboard used such good judg- 
ment in selecting so clever an editor for it as 
Mr. Lucey. But the show business and the 
lyceum and chautauqgua movement are funda- 
mentally different. One is run for private gain 
and the other for public good. One is run by 
*bired help and the other by donated service. 
And, lining the two side by side, confuses the 
public mind and breeds the thought that both 
q should be licensed and taxed alike. The show 
' business has a great organ in The Billboard, 
but the paper might as well run a ministerial 
department on the ground that both ministers 
and actors work before audiences. It is trying 
to drive a team than can never pull together.’’ 


The humble Chatterer of this department is 
grateful for the implied compliment. On be- 
half of The Billboard management he begs to 
challenge a part of the above. 


The same issue of the magazine containing 
this criticism says: ‘‘Ghosts can not live in the 
sunshine,’’ along with a lot of other good horse 
sense about the value of lyceum publicity and 
the mistakes that managers are making in main- 
taining a sort of erroneous secrecy about their 
bookings and circuit schedules. 

We are still groping and misunderstanding 
each other, 

Because one nation misunderstood the other 
they began to grapple at each other’s throat. 
And the holocaust followed. . 

At the birth of Lyceum and Chautauqua Chat 
the lyceum representative went over the matter 
thoroly with Mr. Donaldson, the president of 
The Billboard Company, and Mr. Page, the 
editor. He does not question the ideals of The 
Billboard staff in the least. 

The writer was a regular reader of the first 
lyceum journal, Talent, the predecessor of The 
Lyceum Magazine, and for twenty years has 
devoured all the lyceum literature he could get 
Ms hands on. He recalls reading The Billboard 
before there was any Lyceum Magazine, clipping 
from its pages the carefully selected list of 
independent chautauquas and securing occasional 
engagements at such assemblies as the Alabama 
Chautauqua, the Crystal Springs Assembly, and 
othere. 

Primarily, The Billboard is an amusement 
periodical, but it is not the only one that has 
given publicity to lyceum and chautauqua lec- 
tures and entertainments. Fundamentally, the 
management is not so vastly different, what- 
ever differences there may be in artistic stand- 
ards. 

This same issue of the Magazine contains a 
4 list of chautauquas for the coming summer, with 
ia the talent line-up. I notice on the programs 
} such talent as the Imperial Russian Quartet, 
= Vitale and His Band, Novelty Entertainers, The 
‘3 Lion and the Moyse, Theresa Sheehan Concert 
Cempany, the Mendelssohn Sextet, the Handel 
Choir, San Carlo Grand Opera Company, Little 
Women, Pinafore, Chimes of Normandy, Apollo 
Concert Company, Old Soldier Fiddlers, Floren- 
tine Musicians, Pamahasiki’s Trained Pets— 
and no end of quartets, Tyrolean yodelers, 
Hawaiian singers, light opera companies, dra- 
matic players, Scotch pipers, travelogues, mo- 
tion picture entertainments, pageants, hand bell 
ringers, whistlers, magicians, cartoonists, illu- 
sionists, manikins, ventriloquists, impersonators, 
orchestras, and entertainers of about every con- 
ceivable sort, many of whom have been re- 
cruited from the vaudeville and dramatic stage, 
and who are still being coached and directed 
by regular theatrical producers. 

The managers who are directing this great 
‘army of talent, in the main, are men of the 
loftiest lyceum ideals, who realize that the in- 
stitution was built upon the educational founda- 
tion of the LECTURE, and are discriminating 
enough to see that only men with big messages 
find a place on their programs. Yet, they know 
at the same time that the death-knell of the 
chautauqua movement is sounded the moment 
the entertainment element is eliminated. And 
they dare not think for a moment of its elimi- 
nation. 

As to the “thought that both should be 
licensed and taxed alike,” it is a matter of 
record that certain narrow theatric.: managers

HEAR AMERICANS FIRST 


By LUCILE F. DAWSON 


The moving picture Geld is opening up to 
concert artists rapidly. 

We foresaw it when we instituted this depart- 
ment. : 

The Rothapfel successes in New York, i. e., 
The Strand and The Rialto, together with a 
strong tendency in that direction in Australia, 
were the straws that originally indicated the 
changing wind to us. 

Last week a chain of motion picture houses, 
reaching from New. York to the Pacific Coast 
and back, was successfully circuited, 

We did not expect it so soon, 

But that is the way things happen in America. 

If a scheme is worth while it is adopted 
and carried out almost as soon as it is pro- 


Concert artists and agents will do well to 


John McCormack, the Irish tenor, believes 
that when he gives a benefit performance st 
should be a real benefit, without gross and net 
figures. On May 6, at the Hippodrome, New 
York, Mr. MeCormack gave a concert for the 
joint benefit of the French Soldiers’ Tubercu- 
losis Relief Fund and .for the poor of his native 
town in Ireland, Athlone. Every seat was sold 
and every cent paid in for tickets went to the 
two funds. Mr. McCormack, besides singing in 
the concert, had personal charge of the sale 
of seats, and, in addition, he paid the rental 
of the Hippodrome and the wages of every em- 
ployee of the house out of his own pocket. 


Harold Henry, the eminent American pianist, 
is interested in music as a whole, and not only 
plano playing in particular. For example, he 
recently suggested to various rural school com- 
mittees a series of concerts to be held in the 
“little red school houses’* of the prairie coun- 
try. It is the belief of this well-known virtuoso 
that many excellent artists could be secured 
for small fees to give concerts during the win- 
ter season, when work on the farm is slack. 
The boys and girls of the agriculturists have 
little to do nights, and the low-priced concert 
would fill a long-felt want. Mr. Henry is of 
the opinion that the piano houses would co- 
operate in such a plan and furnish instruments 
for these occasions without cost, as such con- 
certs wouki have a two-fold use—not only 
creating a taste for the best in mmsic, but also 
a demand for instruments. He adds that the 
singing master should be resurrected also and 
the old-time singing school should be started 
anew, for singing en masse is an excellent way 
to train the ear, which is a matter of great 
importance whatever instrument one wishes to 
learn.

STOP WASTE 


Real economy will start with the 
elimination of. waste, and we have a 
great field in this country, for we are 
the greatest wasters in the world. 

We are crass, stupid, willful wasters, 
and if the war should give us all a 
real, sharp taste of the woful want 
that waste is supposed to engender it 
may do us a world of good. 

We all eat too much and we eat 
unwisely. That is waste that we may 
set about abating at once. Zeal and 
vigor will not likely be misdirected 
here, so all those that are straining at 
the leash can get busy, and the sooner 
the better. 


Let everyone go about his business 
tranquilly and serenely. If you are 
an employer, be assured that there 
will be a shortage of help and labor 
and look the matter squarely in the 
eye. 

Determine, tho, to run full-handed 
as long as you can and to compete for 
hands and pay as much as you dare— 
going to the very limit. Then, if you 
have to, work in women, or if that is 
not feasible keep on running short- 
handed.

Let the law of supply and demand do 
the shifting—especially of large quan- 
tities—of men from one line to another 
and it will be done as naturally and 
as easily as it can be done. 

If, however, you try to beat the bar- 
rier, if you attempt to provide against 
the unforeseen, and especially if you 
lose your calm, there is trouble and 
loss in store for you. 

Keep your head, keep trying, keep 
wideawake, keep a stiff upper lip and 
somehow or other you will get by and 
fare as well or even better than you 
ever have.

Such an outcome is certain, 

While it is true that one of the prin- 
cipal reasons will be a shrinkage in

proceedings: 


Lafayette Young, Jr., of The Des Moines Capital, in supporting the resolution re- 
garding the press agent evil, declared that the time had come when the publishers must 


do something more than talk about the suppression of free publicity. 


The demands 


upon newspaper space were never so great as now, and every line that passes under the 


eye of the editors or the business office should be carefully scrutinized. 


In view of the 


shortage in the supply of white paper and the rapidly increasing cost of production, 
economy must be enforced in every department. 

Mr. Young told of his own experience in enforcing the rule that not a line of free 
publicity should be given to any advertiser or anyone else in The Des Moines Capital. 
He had been told, he said, that the paper would lose a lot of advertising that had usually 
appeared in its columns on condition that a certain amount of free readers was given. 
Some of the advertisers used large space and were among the most important in the 
field, and the loss of their patronage would be a hardship. The ban on free publicity had 
now been in effect for nearly a year, and Mr. Young was glad to report that while the 
Capital did lose a few contracts others had been secured in their place because of the 


attitude taken. 


Moreover the standing of the paper had been greatly improved. People 


had more confidence in it and were rallying to its support on all sides. 
Mr. Young said that the best way to fight the press agent evil was for the publishers 
of each city to get together and unitediy pledge themselves not to print a line of free 


publicity. 


Thru such a union of effort the evil could be stamped out in short order. 


The 


trouble at present was that individual publishers were in many instances afraid to take 
a@ stand in the matter for fear that the others in their city would continue to give free 
readers and thus place them at a disadvantage. 

The association finally decided to appoint a committee to carry on a vigorous cam- 
paign to enlist the co-operation of all newspaper publishers in the effort to stamp out 


the evil in the United States and Canada. 


And the worst of it is that everything Mr. Young says is true.

But press agents themselves must be its saviors, and they must hurry. 
Organization and a higher standard of ethics will do it.

Stories ever written. Perhaps it was the ‘‘good 
stuff’ the Major bad banded out at his “round 
table” conclaves that has inspired no end of 
free-lance publicity for Buffalo Bill—but the fact 
remains that the Major never hired anybody to 
write the stuff he presented to editors as ef- 
fusions of his own.

Will replied: ‘‘Well, boys, you 
sure all have some good catches; all you have 
to do now is make ‘em.”’ 

‘‘Ike’’ writes from Pawnee, Ok.: ‘‘The Pawnee 
Bill Show bunch are all in fine shape and will 
arrive in New York City May 15, to open their 
season’s engagement at Luna Park, Coney 
Island, May 19.

Col. F, Mayne writes from Illinois: ‘I 
have been a constant reader of The Billboard 
for years, and am always interested in the 
Wild West column. I note the ladies’ bucking 
horse contests have stirred up a lot of excite- 
ment on the question as to whether the hobblea 
riders should have a separate class. I was for 
many years an exhibitor at fairs and q visitor 
at round-ups, etc., and was not cognizant of 
the fact that prizes were the same for both 
classes. I have always judged riding by the 
standard of the old-timers, such as Annie 
Schafer, Nan Aspinwall and Bertha Blancett. 
These women rode as men. I saw them all, 
and particularly recall Nan Aspinwall. She 
was called the Montana Girl and rode without 
halter or bridle. I am inclined to think neither 
of these women ever heard of hobbles except 
for pacers: Why do we never hear of those 
riders nowadays? Have they all been gentled 
by the refining process of matrimony, or have 
they been allured into that more strenuous flela— 
suffrage? I am interested in the controversy, 
and I hope the column will not be discontinued, 
even if hard feelings do creep in. Hoping The 
Billboard will prosper as it deserves and that 
you can give space to my opinion.”’ 

(You ask why you do not hear of the ladies 
you mention, etc. As far as we know Bertha 
Blancett is still an active participant at the 
various contests held annually in the Northwest. 
Annie Schaffer has been riding throughout the 
Southwest. Her last contest, so far as we know, 
was at Calgary in 1912. The last we heard 
of Nan Aspinwall, the Montana Girl, she was 
with a show at the World’s Fair in Frisco in 
1915 and expected to go to South America. 
Think you must be in error regarding the hobble 
riding, as Annie Schaffer was always known as 
a hobble rider, and Bertha Blancett a ‘‘slick’’ 
rider. We never have heard that Miss Aspinwall 
rode bucking horses, and have no records of her 
as a rider at any of the frontier contests. We 
have seen it listed where she did some rope 
spinning in conjunction with her husband, Frank 
Gable, at Idaho Falls and Salt Lake, but we 
have never heard of her competing in any con- 
test for ropers or riders anywhere. She is 
the young lady who rode across country on 
horseback, under the auspices off The Police 
Gazette.—ROWDY WADDY.)

Un- 
questionably, contestants in voting for judges, 
although perhaps unconsciously, will rather 
favor a man or men whom they believe to be 
on friendly terms with them individually. Here 
we have adopted a rule of having the judges 
selected by the management, making a special 
point of obtaining the services of men of the 
very highest standing, who are not in any 
respect in intimate touch with any of the con- 
testants, if it is possible. 


“As to the question of the mode of shipping 
the contestants’ stock to the scene of the con- 
test, I believe this is one that depends largely 
on conditions, making it almost impossible to 
adopt a uniform rule in that regard. We be- 
lieve with you that in agreeing upon set rules 
those rules be adhered to most vigorously. 

“‘As to the next proposition, to wit, that the 
committees of the various contests advertise in 
advance the names of the banks in their cities 
which will guarantee the statements made re- 
garding prize money and salaries for exhibition, 
we have this to say, that as far as our organiza- 
tion is concerned no particular band or business 
house may be mentioned, as our paper is accepted 
at par without question in any bank or business 
institution in this city (San Jose, Cal.). We 
ean hardly conceive of a reputable concern 
transacting a bona fide business not occupying 
a similar position, and to say that we should 
show preference to one bank by advertising it 
extensively as having a greater degree of con- 
fidence in our credit than any other would serve 
no particularly advantageous purpose.

NOTES FROM MANILA, P. I. 


San Francisco, May 9.—Mrs. M. E. Lewis 
(Nettie, the Texas fat girl), writing from Ma. 
nila, P. 1., after the Manila Carnival, sends@a 
lot of interesting news of all, i. e., how she 
did at the carnival: 

“The great event is over and we did fairty 
well. We charged 20 centavos on the door, as 
against 25 cents at Honolulu. My lightest day 
went $225 gold, so for the nine days I did 
quite well. 

‘We left Frisco on the China in a downpour, 
drifted one hundred and twenty-five miles out 
of our course, burst four steam pipes and were 
eight days getting into Honolulu. Tried to 
repair at Honolulu, but could not, so went on 
with four boilers out of commission. So cold 
at Kobe I did not go ashore. At Nagasaki we 
were delayed because our Japanese pilot ran 
down a tug pulling four barges, drowning all 
on board except two. Here the high cost of 
living became apparent. I paid $1.25 for two 


cups of tea, plate of rice cakes, four small 
oranges and a te of peanuts. We rode in 
jinrikishas, I d a post boy to push. The 


entire price was 90 cents. I gave mine more, 
as I felt they surely earned it (Nettie admits 
she weighs nearly five bundred pounds). They 
confiscate cameras as s00D as landed, so we 
left ours on board. 

“At Manila we went to the Oriente Hotel, 
which is run by Mr. and Mrs. Whitney, friends 
of Mike Golden. Seems sort of like being 
among friends. After our experiences in China 
and Japan the Stars and Stripes sure looked 
good im the harbor here when we came in, 

‘“‘We had only two days to get ready. The 
entire carnival structures were made out of 
I paid $75 gold for my frame-up and 
spot to show. Add $30 it cost for putting my 
stuff inside, and that is my nut, 

“Grace (Grace Barbour) had her girl show, 
and it cost her $125 gold to frame. My ex- 
penses for help were about ten pesos ($10 
silver) per day. My daughter (Grace) had the 
feature show of the carnival. Made a hit with 
the hula dance as it is. Her show was top 
money all week, but she lost two nights on 
account of a severe injury to her leg, sustained 
by falling off the ballyhoo stand. She tripped 
on a bad board when leaving the stand and 
gouged a piece out of the leg. She was taken 
to the emergency hospital, and has been unable 
to work since. 

“Grace is booked in all the principal cittes 
in the Islands, and the delay caused by her 
accident is worrying her considerably. From 
here we go to the Iloilo Carnival, then back to 
Hong-kong. 

“If we do not get blown up by a submarine 
we will be home some time after the first of 
July. and. believe me. it is the old story—no 
Place like home.”"’

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SMITH’S LORD’S PRAYER PINS 


Los Angeles, May 9.—‘Smallest 
Earth’’ would be a 
for Charley Smith's rd’s 
have jumped into popularity as pit attractions 
recently. 

Said to be the smallest piece of engraving in 


the world the exhibit consists of the entire Lord's 


raver engraved on the head of a gold pin of 
ordinary size. It contains 12 Lines, 254 letters 
and 19 punctuation marks all properly spaced 
and perfectly legible under a fairly strong 
microscope. Smith bas brought the cost of the 
novelty down from three figures to a nominal 
amount. This is the way he tells of the history 
of the bit of engraving: 

“Three years ago Charles Baker saw the deli- 
cate reproduction of the Lord’s Prayer on the 
bead of a pin .111 of an inch in djameter in 
the Philadelphia Horological Museum. 
graver of considerable skill himself he deter- 
nr ined to dupleate or excel the feat. He went 
into training to steady his nerves, cut out to- 
baeco, coffee, etc., and gave his eyes a complete 
rest for a considerable period. 

“His first stage was the manufacture of a 
special engraving tool of a degree of fineness 
beyond that ever attempted by an engraver. 
The steel point had to be specially tempered so 
as to make a fine line and yet be free from 
brittleness. The process by which this was done 
is claimed by Baker to be one of his secrets. 

“His next operation was the manufacture of 
a device for holding the pin beyond the posst- 
bility of a jar or quiver of the engraver’s arm. 
The device was strapped solidly to his hand and 
arm, only the tips of his sensitive fingers being 
free to operate the tiny point. This with a high 
power microscope completed his ‘kit.’ Two or 
three strokes was a night's work. Nerves would 
stand po more. 

‘Baker started several pieces of work, only 
to have some unexpected minute jar deflect 
the point and spoil his work. Finally eight of 
the twelve lines had been completed when one 
morning he saw the point swerve and the de- 
sign was again destroyed. Not being able to 
account for the Jar he ran to the door to see if 
a wagon were passing. None was near, but two 
blocks away a heavy truck lumbering down the 
street explained the mystery. The work had 
to be le =~ all over. ‘I came near giving up 
the job right there,’ says Baker. But he started 
out again and finally completed his task. He 
calculates that it required 1,863 strokes to do 
the work. 

“The next task to make the pin commercially 
profitable and secure duplicates that would be 
as perfect as the original was the making of 
the die from which duplicates are made. The 
reproductions can not be told from the original. 
It is without doubt the smallest die in the 
world. The pins turned out can not be told 
from the $10,000 original. 

“The pins are practically a new thing for con- 
cessionaires, pit showmen, etc.,’’ said Smith, “‘as 
a very few were on exhibition last fall. ‘The 
exhibit is a money getter. As a feature for a 
pit in a ten-in-one nothing better could be de- 
vised.”

ELABORATE DECORATIVE 
IDEA FOR BRONX EXPO. 


Sculptors To Submit Designs 
in Competition for Various 
Groups and Ornamenta- 
tions of Buildings 


New York, May 12.—Aspiring young sculptors 
are to have an opportunity to show the public 
what they are capable of accomplishing in an 
artistic line, as Kenneth M. Murchison, super 
vising architect of the Bronx International Ex- 
position, has arranged with the Department of 
Sculpture of the Beaux Arts Institute of Design 
for a competition covering all the groups, foun- 
tains, single figures and ornamentations of the 
more important buildings to be used as a part 
of the decorative scheme of the Bronx Exposition. 

The first of these competitions was inaugurated 
on May 1 and is open to all students of the 
Beaux Arts Institute of Design. The first com- 
petition for the sculpture work is for the three 
great groups of the main entrance gate, which 
will be located at E. 177th street and Bronx 
River.

Chicago, May 12.—One of the most nevel and 
ingenious amusement devices invented in re- 
cent years is the wooden hobby horse that actu- 
ally walks. The inventor, Axel Olfort, has been 
working on his device for many years, and has 
finally brought it to a state of perfection. He 
has it fully covered by patents and is ready 
to market it to the amusement world. It will 
probably prove the biggest money-maker in the 
way of a riding device ever put on an amuse- 
ment grounds. There is no doubt but that the 
crown-ups will get ax much fun and enloyment 
out of the wooden -horse as the youngsters, as 
this has been proven by actual demonstration 
on the streets of Chicago. Both the rider and 
the onlooker will find it screamingly funny en- 
tertainment. The contrivance consists of a 
sturdily built, well-finished wooden horse, so 
arranged that its fore and hind legs can be 
alternately moved by pulling and pushing upon 
an Operating handle mounted in front of the 
rider. The limbs are jointed at the hips and 
knees, and by means of a simple mechanical 
arrangement are made to bend whea the lever

Only two 
pitches where my receipts from calculators were 
greater than his for belts, and many a time 
his receipts nearly, or quite, doubled mine. He 
showed me but a few times his method of jam. 
Yes, he could, and did, sell on the square when 
with me. For 4% months Big Foot kept as 
sober as a deacon and as slick as a hotnd’s 
tooth, but, falling in with doormat lodgers and 
rum guzzlers, he fell—and finally fell hard—and 
my pleading was in vain. So, as friends who 
differ, we separated. In 1876 I was selling Or- 
ton’s Lightning Calculators, and so was Big 
Foot. I can’t recall just how long (he told me) 
before 1876 he’d been on the tripod trail, but he

FOR BIG MOTION PICTURES 


According to the Views and Ideas of Lewis J. 
Selznick — All Features Should Be Shown 
More Than Week if Business War- 
rants the Continuation 


New York, May 14.—One of the great needs 
of the picture business today is that exhibitors 
should learn the value of the long run, according 
to Lewis J. Selznick. 


“It is surprising,’ says Mr. Selznick, ‘that 
in New York, for example, there are only two 
houses jn the downtown section where pictures 
are given a week’s run. And it is still more 
astonishing that in these two theaters no photo- 
play, no matter how excellent, is permitted 
more than its seven days. Yet in Los Angeles, 
with only a fraction of the population to draw 
from, there are six, houses in the business sec- 
tion where no picture goes on for less than a 
week, and, if business warrants continuance, 
they are kept for two and three weeks at a 
etretch, 


“‘Now every time I mention reforms I have to 
mention the program system for contract, and 
so I can not be accused cf stunding alone, I 
want to quote what the editor of a photoplay 
magazine says about long runs and programs 
in an editorial in the June issue. He says to 
the fans instead of to the trade: 

“There is no reason why a photodrama 
should not be as carefully made as the best 
play you ever saw, but patience and diligence 
are not worth while when the affair is flung 
into the projection booth at noon and yanked 
out at midnight. . 

““*Good plays and their endurance on the 
sereens are demolishing the program’s last 
strongholds in this country. Just now this is 
a matter of annoyance to the picture makers 
and the picture actors, but no actor or manufac- 
turer of foresight regrets it, because it is an

Leaving the deed to the 
ranch for Octavia to find Westlakes leaves, and 
the regulation movie thrills begin, incorporating 
a horseback race to the railroad station to over- 
take the train, and the fight between the hero 
and villain atop the car. 

Happiness ends the story, which will make a 
strong bid for popular appeal thru the fact that 
it is filmed O. Henry fiction and because it 
is well done and full of beautiful scenery.—L, H.

The bill, Gs introduced in the Assembly, is 
as follows: 

SUBSTITUTE AMENDMENT NO, 1, A., TO 
BILL NO, 942, A. 
Offered by Committee on Agricuiture 

To amend subsection 2 of section 1468, and 
section TMHS84 of the statutes relating to the con-* 
duet of fairs, expositions and carnivals held by 
eoeeeien, associations and boards receiving State 
aid. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, repre* 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 


follows: 

SECTION 1, Subsection 2 of section 1463 and 
section 1984 of the statutes are amended to 
read: Section 1463, Statement and premium list. 
2. On or before the first day of February in 
each year the president and secretary of each 
society, association or board claiming such State 
aid shall file with the Secretary of State, upon 
blanks furnished by that officer, an itemized 
Statement of all premiums actually paid in cash 
at the fair of the preceding season, which 
Premiums must correspond with the published 
offers of premiums: also a statement that art 
such fair all gambling devices whatswever and 
the sale of intoxicating liquors amd extibitions 
of immoral character were prohibited and ex- 
cluded from the fair grounds, and all adjacent 
frounds under their authority or control; and a 
full statement of receipts and disbursements for 
the past year. Such statement shall be verified 
by the oath of such secretary and be accom- 
panied by a copy of the published premium list. 


AMENDMENT NO. 1 


Section 1584. 1. Every owner, manager or 
agent of a caravan, circus or menagerie, before 
he shall be allowed to exhibit the same in thts 
State, shall procure a license as a public show- 
man by meking epplication in writing to the 
Secretary of State Which application shill state 
in detail che manner in which he intends to 
travel and the nature and character of his ex- 
hibition, and shall pay into the treasury therefor 
the sum of one fundred dollars; and every 
owner or manager of a so-caWled side-show, trav- 
cling vaudeville, ferris wheel, merry-go-round, 
ecean wave or transient shooting gaflery, and 


grounds and under the direction of a society, 
association or board receiving State aid, the li- 
cense shall be granted upon the payment of the 
following fees: For a caravan, circus or me- 
nagerie, twenty-five dollars for a_ side-show, 
traveling vaudeville, the exhibit of any trained 
animal, wild animal, or any object of curiosity, 
ten dollars; for any ferris wheel, merry-go- 
round, ocean wave or transient shooting gallery, 
the license shall be granted without charge. 

2. No caravan, circus or menagerie, nor any 
so-called side-show, or traveling vaudeville, nor 
any trained animal, wild animal or object of 
curiosity exhibited for money shall exhibit or 
be exhibited at or during the continuance of 
any fair, exposition or carnival given by and on 
the grounds of any society, association o¢ board 
drawing aid from the State under the statutes, 
nor shall any such society, association or board 
permit any such exhibit or give license, permit 
or concession for such exhibit unless the Secre- 
tary of State shall have previously granted to 
such owner, manager or agent a permit to make 
such exhibit at such fair, exposition or carnival. 


3. Upon application of any owner, manager 
or agent of any such caravan, circus, menagerie, 
side-show, traveling vaudeville, animal or object 
of curiosity exhibited for money. which shall 
have obtained a license under the provisions 
of subsection 1 hereof, the Secretary of State, 
after determining that the performance or ex- 
hibit is not immoral, indecent, disorderly, de- 
grading, or otherwise objectionable, shall issue 
a permit to such owner, manager or agent per- 
mitting such exhibit or performance at a stated 
fair, exposition or carnival of such society, as- 
— or board, and at no other time or 
place. 


4. The Secretary of State is authorized with 
the consent of the Governor to deputize anv 
employee or insnector otherwise in the employ 
of the State, either in his own or some other 
department of the State Government, to make 
inspection of any fair, exposition or exhibit, 
held by any such society, association or board, 


and of all exhibits, performances and devices 
exhibited or operated thereing amd if necessity 
therefor arises he is further orized to ap- 


point two special acents to make such insp¢c- 
tion, No such special agent shall serve to ex- 
ceed sixty days in any calendar year. Such 
employe»s or agents so apvoinged shall report 
to the Secretary of State relative to such fairs 
and the exhibits and perfor ted 


therewith, and as to all matters relating to the 
compliance with the law by such 


» as- 
“ 


sociation or board and all exhibits and per- 
formances connected therewith, including com- 
pliance with those statutes relating to State 
aid to such fair associations. 

5. If it shall satisfactorily appear to the 
Secretary of State that any such caravan, cir- 
cus, menagerie, side-show, traveling vaudeville 
or other exhibit is immoral, indecent, disorderly, 
degrading, illegal or otherwise objectionable, he 
shall forthwith revoke every license and permit 
theretofore issued for the exhibit thereof. 

6. Any person violating any requirements of 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
by fine of not less than twenty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in 
the county jail not less than twenty days nor 
more than sixty days, or both fine and imprison- 


ment. 
SECTION 2. ‘This act shall take effect upon 
passage and publication.

Praises Dr. Orr’s Article and Urges 
: Other Fair Secretaries To Con- 
tribute Views

Gentlemen—I have read with much interest 
Dr. Orr’s article in this week's issue of The 
Billboard, and we are writing to many of our 
friends in the fair world, calling their attention 
to it. You are to be congratulated for securing 
and giving this article the prominence you have. 
It is really a great stride in the right direction 
i} at the right time. 
i. Being that we are in close touch with the 
, fair officials thruout the United States we find 
that there is cropping out a feeling of unrest 
and uncertainty as to the advisability of con- 
tinuing fairs and expositions ‘‘while the country 
is at war,’’ and, if this continues, it requires 
no great stretch of imagination as to what will 
happen in many branches of the outdoor show 
business. 
U Now, then, our Canadian neighbors have for 
three years been going thru just what we are 
now facing. I am sure they are all willing to 
' give us the benefit of their experience as Dr. 
t Orr has done, and it occurs to me that your 
valued paper can do much good at this time and 
along this line, and I take the liberty of sug- 
gesting that you secure from other Canadian fair 
officials letrers on the subject; and I suggest 
that you get the views of some of the leading 
fair officials in the United States. I am sure 
they are taking a broader view of the situation 
than some of the officials of the smaller fairs, 
and if the small county fairs commence canceling 
the harm has then started and it will spread. 

I might cail your attention also to the fact 
that certain ‘political officials in the East, sucb 
as Fire Commissioner Adamson, of New York 
City, have started an agitation against the dis- 
playing of fireworks during the Fourth of July 
or, in fact, thruout the war, under the pretext 
of ‘‘wasteful extravagance,’’ and if this idea is 
; allowed to prevail and° spread thruout the coun- 
4 try it will work a most serious hardship on 
: the fireworks people generally, who, long before 
the war was declared had purchased their raw 
materials and have since manufactured their 
products, and now have same on hand in antici- 
pation of usual demands for same. 


The fireworks people of this country are heart- 
ily in favor of safe and sane laws and regula- 
tions and absolutely against the promiscuous 
sale and use of fireworks in the hands of unre- 
, liable persons; but, on the other hand, we main- 
1 tain that there is no form of clean, legitimate 
amusement that will attract, entertain and please 
i as many people at one time as will a beautiful 
Ve fireworks display properly presented and under 
4 supervision of expert operators; and no amuse- 
, ment feature will so arouse the patriotic enthu-

A NEW FLAG HOLDER
